Since writing the above, I have had an opportunity of examining a copy 
of the 1682 Cantus belonging to Mr. Morice, and after comparing it with 
Mr. Walker's copy, I have arrived at the conclusion that there were two 
distinct issues of titlepages bearing that date. The engraved titlepage is 
supplied in facsimile in Mr. Morice's copy, but the second titlepage, 
which is an original, is quite different in the setting from the other copy, 
and in many places types of another fount have been used. On turning 
to the verso I find that the initials on either side of the Royal Arms in 
Mr. Morice's copy are the same Gothic letters as in the General Demands, 
of 1663, but in Mr. Walker's copy they are plain Roman capitals. The 
arrangement of the first two lines of the verses to the King is also 
changed. I am disposed to think that Mr. Morice's copy is the earlier 
of the two for the following reason. The Gothic initials C. R. have 
every appearance of being part of the woodblock of the Royal Arms, 
but upon the King's death in 1685, they would be cut out and changed for 
those of the reigning monarch. I cannot instance an example of this 
large block with the initials of King James II., but in Mackaile's "Terrze 
Prodromus, 1691," the same woodcut is used, and the initials W. R. in 
plain Roman capitals take the place of the Gothic letters. The erasure of 
the C has been imperfectly performed, so that in Mr. Walker's Cantus 
the Gothic letter is faintly visible. The new initials and the verses appear 
to be a separate printing from the woodcut. I think we must assign a 
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date later than 1684 to the titlepage in Mr. Walker's copy, although I 
have no reason to doubt that the rest of the work was printed in 1682. 
It is possible that Forbes may have run short of titlepages, and found it 
necessary to reprint in order to work off the remainder of the edition ; 
but as the references to King Charles II. in the preface prevented him 
from changing the date, he adopted the honest course of reproducing his 
title with the old date, in place of manufacturing a fourth edition.

It runs as follows : — "Notwithstanding many former Advertisements to 
all concerned with Fair and Mercats, yet there is but few regarded the 
same. It's hoped all concerned therein will strive to prevent their own 
loss. Any who have New or Old Fairs to Insert in the Almanack may 
send them in against the first of July ( Cum Betieficio. ) " 

This is followed by an Advertisement, which has been already noticed, 
of " The Twelve Tunes used to be sung in the Church of Scotland ," and 
then a singular Advertisement of sundry quack medicines, which is 
sufficiently curious to warrant my quoting it in full : — " Also, Daff/s 
Original and Famous Elixir Salutis, the Choice Drink of Health, or 
Health-bringing-Drink : Being a Famous Cordial Drink, found out by 
the Providence of the Almighty, and (for above Fifty Years) Experienced 
by himself and Diverse Persons whose Names are at most of their desires 
Insert in the Bills of Directions given with each botle, The price of each 
botle 3 shillings sterling. Also, Sloughion's Elixir Magnum that rare 
Cordial for the Stomach with Directions, i shilling sterling per botle. 
Also the Queen of Hungary's Water, and White Powder, to be sold at 
the foresaid place.'' The Advertisements conclude with a " Notice to all 
Noblemen, Gentlemen, Lawyers, Merchants, Masters of Ships, and 
Others, that I furnish you, with all sorts of Stampt Parchments and 
Paper, Debenters of all Syzes, and Bills of Loadings, all at the Government 
Rate, when ye will be waited on at my foresaid dwelling House and Shop. " 
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The " Monethly Observations,'' although in some respects inferior to 

the poetical efiFusions in Raban's first Almanac, yet are worth preserving 

on account of some quaint sayings which the rhymer has introduced into 

some of the verses.

The above and seven other Aberdeen Prognostications, dated from 
1716-25, formerly belonged to the late Andrew Jervise, were sold at 
his sale, and resold to their present owner for the' sum of six shillings and 
sixpence. The first Almanac in the collection is in book form, but the 
remaining seven had been cut into the several pages or divisions indicated 
by the lines, and pasted down upon blank sheets, giving them quite a 
fragmentary appearance. It was only when I chanced to come upon the 
mention of an Aberdeen Almanac for 1720, described as a broadsheet in 
the sale catalogue of Mr. Jervise's Library, that the idea occurred to me 
that these separate pieces might have once formed broadsheets. The 
suggestion was confirmed when, on removing them from the leaves on 
which they were mounted, I found that they joined exactly, almost without 
exception ; only, as mentioned above, five of the Almanacs are without 
imprint, three of the proper complement of divisions are wanting, and all 
are without head line. They appear to have been placed in their late 
covers at a period possibly contemporary with the date of the latest of 
them. The collection is remarkable as being, so far as I am aware, the 
largest of these rarest of prints to be found in any one Library.

The copy examined, which was formerly in the Library of Marischal 
College, is bound along with another tract, and has this MS. note on the 
fly-leaf: — " The first of these Tracts was presented to Marischal College 
in 1840 by David Laing, Esq., Edinburgh. The second was found behind 
the Dial-plate of the Clock in taking down the Old College in May, 1840. 
At the end of it is a Catalogue in MS. of the Books belonging to James 
Morison, who was Provost of Aberdeen in 1744-1746 and 1752-1754." 

It is this second tract that I have described above, and it is a curious 
fact that the copy thus singularly preserved should have belonged to the 
very person to whom the tract was dedicated. Both the tract and catalogue 
are much weather-stained, while through every leaf there is a jagged hole, 
an inch and a-half in diameter, made by the pinions to which the clock 
hands are attached. It would appear that in fitting up or repairing the 
clock at some period later than February, 1758,* a wedge of some kind 
had been required, and as probably this tract lay ready to hand, it had 
been ruthlessly used for the purpose. The Catalogue was printed in 
"Notes and Queries," 6"' Series, Vol. VII., p. 444, along with a statement 
of the singular circumstances of its preservation.
